Body Discovered Hanging in 
Blitzed Ruins of Factory;

MANCHESTER, England, Aug. 
9 (AP) — Four-year-old Joe 
Creamer was found hanging from 
an electric wire in the blitzed 
ruins of a factory here last night. 
He was the third Lancashire child 
murdered at the time of the new

Children who heard his screams 
saw a “youngish” man run out 
through a hole in the factory wall. 
A passerby cut down the body, 
which had been stripped except 
for an undershirt.

A double-barreled attack on 
gambling at St. Louis county car- 
nivals and festivals was promised 
today by Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley 
and Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach, following disclosure by 


‘the Post-Dispatch yesterday of ex- 
jtensive gambling at a Glendale 
j}carnival for the benefit of the 


town’s policemen and firemen’s 
Pension fund. | 

Wallach - announced that he 
would ask the September term 
grand jury of the county circuit 
court to make a thorough investi- 


gation of carnival gambling when 
it is impaneled about the end of 
next month. Among evidence to 
be presented will be yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch news story and 


photograph of a dice game, oper- 
ating at the Glendale carnival un- 
der the eyes of uniformed Glen- 
dale policemen. 

Mosley said that one of his 
deputies would check every carni- 
val still to be held in the county 
this season, with instructions to 
‘arrest the operator of any booth 
which gives cash prizes. Wallach 
said he would prosecute all per- 
sons arrested on gambling charges. 

Reason for Non-Interference. 

Mosley said his order applied to 
carnivals in both incorporated and 
unincorporated areas. Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Newbold, who was 
in charge of the sheriff’s office 
over the weekend, said he could 
not interfere with the three-day 
Glendale carnival, which ended 
last night, because of a standing 
order against intervening in the 
affairs of municipalities which 
have their own police forces. 

Ralph Giessow, attorney for the 
Glendale Civic Association, which 
operated the carnival, said today 
that the amount of money netted 
by the association from the af- 
fair had hot ‘been determined. He 
said persons who operated the va- 
rious booths and rides, and 
showed moving pictures for chil- 
dren, worked for nothing. 

Asked why thea “otiation con- 
ducted gambling booths,, he ob- 


and said the association preferred 
to use the phrase “usual carnival 
activities.” Then he said: “The 
only way that has been devised to 
get people to come to carnivals is 
to have the usual carnival activi- 
ties.” : 

- Minors, Liquor Barred. 

Giessow poiuted out that minors 
were not permitted to play the 
various gambling games, and that 
beer and liquor were not sold. 
The civic association began oper- 
ating the carnival annually dur- 
ing the recent war to obtain 
money for the town’s civilian de- 
fense activities, he said. 

Since then, it has used funds 
obtained by the “arnival to pur- 
chace \an inhalator and a fire 
truck, as well as support the fire- 
men’s and policemen’s pension 
fund, Giessow said. Glendale has 
four policemer. and five firemen. 

The dice game made only $1.51 
Saturday night, even though per- 
centage in favor of the house was 
55.6, Giessow said. The game was 
not operated last night, but the 
other gambling booths flourished. 
Last night’s crowd was the big- 
gest of the three nights.

Giordano had*been shot in the 
neck. Two .38-caliber revolvers 
were found a short distance away. 

Curren said among those to be

Lodato, who is reported to have 
entered the gambling field on a 
large scale in Springfield, was 
brought into the investigation by 
the remark of ‘a taxicab driver 
who said he had “heard” a man 
was killed at the 2600 Club early 
today. 

“Lot of Eliminating.” 
After discovery of the body, Lf 
ohn Stuper of the Illinois state 

police said: “It looks as though 
they are doing a lot of eliminat- 
ing.”

A subcommittee reported to Con- 
gress yesterday what its chairman 
ealled “a startling story of waste, 
inefficiency and negligence” in 
Government auditing of wartime 
freight charges. 

Representative Bender (Rep.), 
Ohio, head of a House subcommit- 
tee investigating the General Ac- 
counting Office, estimated that 
railroads overcharged the Govern- 
ment about $700,000,000 in 1943, 
1944 and 1045 “on the basis of the 
published tariffs and special quo- 
tations in effect during this pe- 
riod.” 

Testimony given the subcommit- 
tee, Bender added, “clearly estab- 
lishes that the General Accounting 
Office, because of wartime diffi- 
culties and, in part, responding to 
pressure from the carriers trans- 
mitted through the War Depart- 
ment, instituted an accelerated. 
audit system which was hasically 
defective and grossly misman- 
aged.” 

“It is evident that because of 
this accelerated audit, both defec- 
tive and mismanaged, the General 
Accounting Office failed to detect 
approximately $350,000,000 of these 
overcharges,” he reported. 

In addition, Bender said, the 
subcommittee “had intimations 
that the interest of the Govern- 
ment was not adequately protect- 
ed on the original fixing of the 
freight rates.” 

Bender predicted that a re- 
audit of wartime freight vouchers 
will return to the Treasury ap- 
proximately $350,000,000, subject to 
tax adjustment. 

The report, which was approved 
unanimously by the subcommittee, 
said overcharges on Government 
freight were between 10 and 12 
per cent during the war. 

William L. Ellis, assistant to the 
comptroller general, told a report- 
er that the big wartime freight 
charges already have been re- 
checked and refunds. collected. 
Without files at hand to provide 
a ‘precise figure, he estimated the 
collection at about a quarter of 
a billion dollars. 

Now, he said, the GAO is re- 
auditing the smaller items and the 
ones which show no obvious 
grounds for refund claims. 

How much more will be recov- 
ered, Ellis said, is a guess. The 
Government auditors’ own esti- 
mate, he said, is about $100,000,- 
000, and that figure has been given 
td the Bender committee... It was 
rdached by test auditing the 
freight bills for half of one month 
afd projecting the figures over 
the war period. 

“These overcharges that we 
have not yet collected never have 
béen clcesed cases,” Ellis said. 
“Lacking trained manpower to do 
everything at once, we went after 


Tazwell county handbook operator 
and friend ef the Sheltons. 

“McGrane, who had come in to 
make a purchase, said he wanted 
to talk to me about the Shelton 
case,” Morrow related.

Morrow said the grand jury pre- 
viously heard evidence in 38 cases, 
and that State’s Attorney Hull 
was not active in presenting evi- 
dence in these cases. Hull, who 
left his family at a Minnesota 
summer resort and returned to 
Peoria, showed a keen interest in 
the Shelton case, Morrow said. 
The grand jury heard 25 witnesses, 
including the beating victim, Mur- 
phy, who was described by Mor- 
row as “a reluctant witness.” 


Uneasiness Over Inquiry. 


The possibility that further evi- 
dence of official payoffs by gam- 
blers of Peoria, Tazewell and Ma- 
son counties, may come to light 
is causing considerable uneasiness 
in official and gambling circles, 
the Post-Dispatch discovered. Sug- 
gestions that the grand jury in- 
vestigate possible connection be- 
tween the murder of Bernie Shel-/ 
ton last July 26 and the trap 
Shelton arranged through the 
phonograph recordings have been 
made to Circuit Judge John T. 
Culbertson, who is vacationing in 
Michigan. 

Judge Culbertson could not be 
reached by the Post-Dispatch, but 
is reported by Chicago newspapers 
to have stated he would not take 
action before Aug. 30, the date 
he set for introduction of a mo- 
tion to quash the charges grow- 
ing out of the Murphy beating. 

Mayor Carl O. Triebel, whose 
election resulted in the 1945 gam- 
bling cleanup in Peoria, said he 
believed a “courageous grand jury 
could accomplish something.” 

The murder of Carl Shelton 
from ambush near his Fairfield

One of the witnesses who iden- 
| tified Earl Jenkins in the $2100 
| holdup of the Clardel Restaurant 
has weakened somewhat in her 
identification of Jenkins, Chief of 
Detectives Leonard Murphy said 
today. 

The witness, Mrs. Gertrude! 
Goff, cashier at the restaurant, 
told police she had “a momentary 
doubt” whether Jenkins was the 
robber after she saw another man 
of similar description last night. 

Murphy said, however, that Mrs. 
Goff did not retract her identifica- 
tion. He pointed out that two 
waitresses who identified Jenkins 
as.-the robber who entered the 
restaurant Aug. 1 have not 
changed their story. Murphy said 
Lthere was no evidence of intimida- 
tion and he did not plan to ques- 
tion the other witnesses. Jenkins,

leave the area, the bank predicts. 

It is pointed out that in the last 
27 years more than 2,000,000 more 
people migrated from the district 
than moved into it. “This means 
that almost 1,000,000 workers 
were lost to the region, a majority 
of whom probably would have re- 
mained if there had been suffi- 
cient job opportunities. Many of 
those who left would have been 
excellent workers since they came 
from the younger, more intelligent 
and aggressive group,” the report 
says. 

In its survey of business condi- 
tions, the bank notes that employ- 
ment in June reached the highest 
level in the district since the war- 
time peak of 1943 and that manu- 
facturing and trade continued 
generally at the high levels of the 
month before.

Notwithstanding decreases in 
the prices of grains, the bank be- 
lieves appreciably lower total food 
costs for consumers are not likely 
in the near future.

All hands, including the pilot, 
will tell you that the navigator ’is 
the important job on these trips.

Most Critical Times.

Then, up at the pole, 
there are periods when the sun 
is too low for observation, and 
the twilight is too bright for star 
observations. Nice timing is re- 
quired for the take-off in these 
periods.

And so once again the United 
States inflation dilemma is 
brought out in. broad daylight. 
The Federal. Reserve Board is 
formally recommitted by its new 
chairman to prevent a drop in 
the price of government bonds. In 
other words, it's committed to an 
open-arms credit policy. When 
banks want to make loans to cus- 
tomers, they can get the money 
by selling government bonds to 
the Reserve banks. 

Today the Federal Reserve 
is a one-way central bank. It 
can expand credit. It hasn’t 
power to contract credit. Yet 
this is the very time—a period 
of inflation—when it needs 
power to sit on bankers and 
prevent them from ‘ making 
loans. That’s why both McCabe 
and former Reserve Board 
Chairman Marriner 8S. Eccles 
asked Congress for authority to 
increase reserve requirements 
of banks. They'd like to regain 
a semblance of power. 

Eccles and McCabe asked for 
authority to increase required re- 
serves to banks from 6 per cent 
to 10 per cent on time deposits 
and 10 percentage points on de- 
mand deposits—that is from 14 per 
cent to 24 per cent for country 
(smaller) banks; from 20 per cent 
'to 30 per cent for reserve city 
'banks, and from 26 per cent to 
36 per cent for banks in New York 
and Chicago. If such powers were 
granted and fully utilized, re- 
quired reserves of member banks 
would shoot up from 16 billion to 
more than 24 billion, or eight bil- 
lion dollars. 

Under the plan’ sponsored by 
Wolcott, however, reserves on 
time deposits would go up only 
one percentage point and on de- 
mand deposits three percentage 
points, or about two and one-half 
billion dollars all told. 

Raising of reserve requirements 
these days is mumbo-jumbo—es- 
pecially to the hard-headed 
banker. Member banks today hold 
54 hillions of governments. And 
bankers can replenish their re- 
serve simply by selling govern- 
ments to the Federal Reserve, 
which stands committed to buy 
them. Here’s what theoretically 
could happen. All member banks 
|could sell their government bonds, 
increase their reserves by 54 bil- 
lions,-and be in a position to in- 
crease outstanding loans and in- 
vestments, now around 95 billion, 
to more than 300 billion.

Representative Wolcott’s 
proposal to compel Federal Re- 
serve Banks to maintain prewar 
percentages of gold against notes 
and deposits has no bearing on the 
present inflationary phase. But 
Wolcott’s financial razzmataz may 
make some people in Wall Street 
think he’s doing something.

By George Fielding Eliot 


pyright, 1948, 

HEN British Foreign Min- 

ister suggested in the House 

of Commons recently that the

This year’s estimates, as sub- 
mitted to Parliament, call for still 
further reductions. The planned 
strengths of the British armed 
forces as of April 1, 1949, are as 
follows:

It should be noted that in this 
third tabulation the army strength 
is for the regular army only. 
There will be, in addition, an un- 
stated number of conscripts (na- 
tional service men) doing their 
period of one year’s training with 
the colors. 


Bigger Navy Planned. 
The reductions, as will be seen, 
are severe. The air force has 
been cut one-third from last year’s 
planned figure. The army has been 
cut (counting the national service 
men) by about one-half. The navy 
suffered least, probably because 
of the profound shock to public 
opinion brought about by the 
revelation during the winter of 
the fact that the Home Fleet con- 
sisted of only one cruiser and four 
destroyers, and that not a single 
battleship or large carrier was in 
full commission.

«buster against poll tax repeal and then adopting 


limited credit controls which will be about as 
effective against rising prices as a garden ose 
in fighting a major conflagration. 

Against this weak gesture, President Truman 
had asked authority for price controls, wage con- 
trols and rationing. 
President’s anti-inflation program went far 
enough. He wanted the Government to have au- 
thority to limit only wage increases which might 
force a break in the price @iling and he would 
have allowed wage increases “essential to rem- 
edy hardships.” Such wording was an invita- 
tion for unions to exert pressure against limi- 
tation of wage increases. Other needed steps 
to restrain inflation were omitted. 

In the view of Marriner Eccles, former head 
of the Federal Reserve Board, two fundamental 
steps te halt.inflation should be a reduction in 
Government farm support prices and revision of 
the federal budget and taxes to create a Treasury 
surplus. It may have been pretty much to ex- 
pect an election-year special session of Congress 
to bring about major revisions in the federal 
budget. However, it was not too much to have 
expected Congress and the President to have 
come nearer to agreeing on a fundamental state- 
ment of what is needed to check inflation. 

Senator McGrath, the Democratic National 
Chairman, attacks Gov. Dewey because he did 
not use his influence to persuade the Republican 
majority to pass the several. measures in which 
President Truman’s recommendations and the 
Republican platform coincided. This argument 
has a certain surface attraction, but it deserves 
closer inspection. 

Gov. Dewey’s situation.is directly comparable 
to that of a New York Governor who was pres- 
idential nominee in 1932. Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in 1932 did not inject himself into a bit- 
ter feud between a President and a Congress 
dominated by the opposing party. Gov. Dewey 
followed that precedent in deciding that it was 
the part of wisdom for him to conserve his pres- 
tige to use in.enacting his own program when 
and if he accedes to the presidency. 

The special session does little to change the 
record of the Eightieth Congress. The anti-in- 
flation measures are negligible, compared with 
what the crisis demands. The housing bill gives 
contractors, mortgage lenders and real estate 
men most of what they want, and in a highly in- 
flationary form, without providing any real help 
to the part of the population which stands in 
greatest need of federal housing aid. 

The greatest accomplishment of the special 
session is the passive one of having done noth- 
ing to weaken the bipartisan foreign policy in a 
time of severe international strain. 

Arthur Krock, Washington correspondent of 
the New York Times, reports that irresponsible 
elements in the Republican ranks wanted to use 
the special session as a sounding board to ad- 
vertise inconsistencies in the Truman Adminis- 
tration’s foreign policy. Gov. Dewey coldly re- 
buffed the suggestion and Senator Vandenberg 
replied, “But that would be treason!” 

Except for its co-operation in the bipartisan 
foreign policy, the Republican majority in Con- 
gress has but little record to carry before the 
voters. The independent voter who casts his 
ballot for a change of administrations in the 
forthcoming election will have to do so not on 
the record of the Eightieth Congress, but because 
of what he hopes the next Congress ‘might 
achieve under new leadership.

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Too Many Shouting Contests? 

Silence continues to overhang the conversa- 
tions of the Allied ambassagors and Marshal 
Stalin, But it may be a golden silence since it 
seems to promise- more truly diplomatic ex- 
changes between the East and the West than 
were the shouting contests of recent.months. 
Signs now indicate that quiet efforts are being 
made to prepare for 4 fruitful conference on the 
German problem. And that’s no slight job. 

So London’s New Statesman and Nation may 
be justified in its recent call for a return to 
“secret diplomacy.” This liberal journal, of 
course, did not mean this in the sense of a few 
men getting together to sign pacts never to be 
announced to the people concerned. Rather, it 
advocated genuine preliminary exchanges of 
views between statesmen “in privacy, without 
haste, and after careful preparation.” 

Such exploratory talks are more likely to dis- 
close a common ground of agreement than are 
strident public declamations, addressed more to 
the foreign ministers’ own peoples than to each 
other. Of late, diplomacy has tended to be too 
much like the conduct of little boys shouting: 
“My father can beat your father!” This has led 
to “nothing but public disagreements publicly 
arrived at.” 

American diplomacy certainly has not done 
well with this method. For instance, we loudly 
slammed the door on discussion when Molotov 
took advantage of Ambassador Smith’s apparent 
invitation. Yet now we are willing to talk. _ 

Much in the same way, the Allied authorities 
on June 18 designated the new .West German 
marks as legal tender in their sectors of Berlin. 
But on July 24 they accepted the revalued Rus- 
sian marks. Another example is offered by the 
notes of July 6 in which it was strongly indi- 
cated that the Western powers would discuss the 


Berlin affair but nothing else. By July 20 they. 


were ready to discuss German affairs in general. 

The Russians are farther out on a diplomatic 
limb ‘than anybody else. They took a really ex- 
treme step in starting the siege of Berlin. Now, 
no matter how their physical position favors 
them, they must lift that siege if there is to be 
any settlement whatever. 

Almost everything, of course, depends on the 
long-run intentions of the Soviet Union. If the 
men of the Kremlin really believe that they can 
make themselves masters of Europe by tough- 
ness, then strong provocation will call for strong 
counter-measures. But if the Russians realize 
that they must learn to live in peace with their 
neighbors, then a quiet approach to agreement 
may bear fruit. But let them not mistake calm- 
ness for appeasement. 

It would be foolhardy to expect international 
tension to subside overnight. Yet if the objec- 
tive is peace, it might be better promoted by 
courteous diplomatic intercourse than by fever- 
ish screaming matches. 
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The Fun of Pulling.Weeds 


The ragweed pullers are not out for the fun of 
the thing, they are bent on alleviating hay fever, 
but there is fun in pulling weeds, in moderation, 
and they might as well have it. 

Weed-pulling is amusing because it shows up 
so much. A tug, a snip, a blade out here and 
there, and in no time at all you have cut a wide 
swath. The sense of accomplishment is consid- 
erable. If you, like many others, are a person 
who is going to be entertained by a sense of ac- 
ecomplishment for only just so long, you can 
introduce. variations such as are more often done 
with lawn mowers. You can puil along an ad- 
vancing front, or you can outline a square, a 
circle or a triangle and dissect them with cater- 
corners, radii and hypotenuses. There are so 
many possibilities for variations that to come 
anywhere near exhausting them you would have 
to be working with a piece of ground the size of 
the King Ranch. 

Another entertaining thing about pulling 
weeds is that it is a naturally reflective occupa- 
tion. Nobody is going to be pulling weeds very 
long before he becomes ruminative. He feels 
that there is more than enough time on hand for 


‘whatever he is likely to have to do. . His repose 


can be made elegantly torpid by chewing on a 
sprig'of grass or tickling his ear or the back of 
his neck with it. Fewer weeds get pulled in this 
than in any other way, probably, but it’s fun. 

We hope the ragweed pullers will get all these 
kinds of fun out of it, and more. We further 
hope they will have the same luck with it that 
Tom Sawyer had in whitewashing a certain fence, 
and that somebody else will decide it’s too much 
fun to miss, and take it over.

Open Letter by Irving Brant in the New York Star 


Dear Governor Dewey: 


Will you please tell the American people, 
in plain understandable words, where you 
stand on conservation? 


For several years, an ominous force has 
been building’up in the western part of our 
country. Based on a minority of the peo- 
ple, even in the states where it is strongest, 
it is made dangerous by wealth and organi- 
zation, channeled into politics and decep- 
tive propaganda. 


Its first aim is to emasculate our na- 
tional parks by reducing them in size and 
opening them to lum- . 
bering, grazing and 
mining. The second 
purpose is to break 
down effective con- 
trol of the national 
forests and turn a 
large part of them 
back into the public 
domain. The final ob- 
jective is to transfer 
the entire public do- 
main, including the 
national forests, first 
to the states and then 
to private ownership 
and exploitation. 

Another group, 
working on a national scale but with less 
organized pressure, is trying to induce 
Congress to. break down the protection of 
waterfowl] by the Fish and Wildlife Service.

Some of these people want to restore the 
practice of shooting over baited waters— 
which would exterminate ducks and geese 
in half a dozen years. Others attack the 
federal sahctuary system, as in the bills to 
abolish the Parker River Refuge in Massa- 
chusetts and to open all sanctuaries.to pub- 
lic shooting. 

For 16 years these movéments have been 
held in check, partly by genuine conserva- 
tionists (both Republicans and Democrats) 
in Congress, but largely because the White 
House has been occupied by two men who 
could be counted on to veto any bill assaéj- 
ing the national parks, the national forests, 
the public domain or the wildlife protec- 
tion system. During these 16 years, the 
key posts in the. President’s Cabinet have 
been held by. men devoted to this same 
spirit of conservation. 

What will the situation be after next 
January? 

The, exploiters seem to. have an idea on 
that point. This year they made a signifi- 
can shift in tactics. Instead of trying to 
ram bills through Congress in the desperate 
hope that they could avoid or override a 
veto, they held back. Lopsided hearings 
continued to be held, to build up a loaded 


record in favor of bad bills, but no effort 
was made to bring the bills to a vote. 


The motto became: “Wait until 1949.” 

This was not personat to you at the out- 
set. It started before you were nominated. 
But the outcome of the strategy will de- 
pend on you if you are elected, and the 
voters should know in advance exactly 
where you stand.

Gains by the Grabbers 


Thirteen years ago, Congress undertook 
to save the public domain—the vast untill- 
able plains and plateaus of the West—from 
destruction from overgrazing by setting up 
the Grazing Division in the Department of 
the Interior. In the last three years, Con- 
gress has paralyzed its work, and opened 
the way to dustbowls, floods and ultimate 
ruin of the livestock industry, by cutting 
off appropriations. 


The same thing is being tried now on the 
Forest Service, which is endeavoring to 
save the watersheds of the continent from 
ruin through overgrazing. 


For more than a year, Barrett has been 
holding hearings on this subject. This is 
what the president of the Wyoming Dude 
Ranchers’ Association said about his man- 
agement of a congressional hearing at 
Rawlins, Wyoming: “Never in all my ex- 
perience have I attended a meeting so one- 
sided and unfair, so full of bias.” 


It is no secret that Barrett wants you to 
appoint a Secretary of the Interior who 
“understands the West” just as he does. 

The worry of those who want the na- 
tion’s property defended is not diminished 
by some of your remarks in the Far West 
this year. Harold Stassen swallowed the 
Barrett-Robinson bait whole and came out 
almost in so many words for a scuttling of 
national forests and public domain. 


Have you read Bernard DeVoto’s com- 
ment in the July Harper’s on your re- 


_joinder? “And though Gov. Dewey prompt- 


ly attacked Mr, Stassen’s position, he did so 
in words that made conservationists shud- 
der and suggest phat the public lands would 
by no means be safe in his hands.” 


Questions to the Point 


I don’t take that as final evidence that 
you stand with the enemies of national 
parks and national forests. But the mat- 
ter calls for elucidation. I ask you these 
specific questions: ; 

Will you stand by the whole American 
people, and reject the desires of the lum- 
ber and stockmen’s organizations, in the 
appointment of Cabinet members who deal 
with national parks and national] forests? 

Will you uphold effective formal regula- 
tion of grazing in the national forests and 
public domain? 

Will you veto any bill to abolish the 
Jackson Hole National Monument, to cut. 
down the Olympic National Park or other 
parks, or to oper the national parks and 
monuments to commercial exploitation? 

This is not a partisan issue. Any Re- 
publican can be as good a conservationist 
as Theodore Roosevelt, if he has the will 
and the understanding. 

The people are overwhelmingly on that 
side, when they are aroused to facts. What 
they need to know is where you stand.

Between Book Ends 


Gallic Wit and Pessimism 


MODERN FRENCH SHORT STORIES, edited by John 
— (New Directions, New York.) (182 pqs.; 


This is a selection of 14 stories from the 
editor’s British “New Writing” from 1936-46, 
a decade of severe defeats for France. Its 
literature, however, held up better than 
that of other countries, victors and de- 
feated. Considering conditions it is not 
surprising to find a note of pessimism (or 
its obverse form, escapism) for writers are 
primarily tale bearers and only incidentally 
harbingers. All are splendid reading and 
excellent technically and vary in content, 
mood and form from short vignettes to 
well-developed plots. If there is any gen- 
eralization one might make it is that 
French writers still feel the world can best 
be understood through the actions and de- 
sires of individuals, whether these be moti- 
vated by personal impulses or an imper- 
sonal destiny. 

Over one-fourth the book is devoted to 
Jean-Paul Sartre, “Who,” the editor notes, 
“comparatively unknown outside his own 
country when I first published these two 
stories, has now achieved world eminence 
as leader of a new philosophical literature.” 
“The Room,” very long and earnest, traces 
the inability of the individual to face reality 
even -if he understands the consequences, 
defeat; the joy of the moment versus the 
long-range good, both defeated by the in- 
evitability of death; the world on its way 
to an evil end which we can predict and 
watch but are unable to prevent. In “The 
Wall” the theme is handled differently, a 
man trying to save the life of a friend and 
thereby betraying him. Both are written 
in the direct and simple language Sartre 
employs so effectively. His drama is in the 
play of ideas rather obscure images and is 
taken directly from the stage of life and 
compressed into dramatic highlights. It 
moves relentlessly to its conclusion, with 
which you may agree or disagree, but it is 
difficult to arene with his ability as a 
writer. 

Andre Gide, hese recent award of the 
Nobel Prize was long overdue, contributes 
a short portmit, 
“Mother.” It is an 
impression of a 
worldly woman from 
the country which in 
lesser hands might 
have become sheer 
sentimentality, but 
here expresses a 
deeply felt desire for 
a return to natural- 
ism and the individ- 
ual’s faith in himself, 
Antoine de Sst. Ex- 
upery, the aviator 
who won fame with 
his “Wind, Sand and 
Stars” (and who was 
lost in his plane during the war). pre- 
sents a variation of this theme in “Letter 
to a Hostage.” He paints a graphic pic- 
ture of Lisbon in 1940, the false faces and 
the ghostly bodies, and he longs for the 
solitude of the desert where there are 
oases such as the friend in France to whom 
he is writing. 

Jean Giano (he played the collaborator 
during the war but nobody is excluded 
from the book because of “errors of judg- 
ment” as the editor calls it) has two 
stories. In them the joys and delights of 
the peasants’ life would, if true, belie much 
of the pessimism of the other contributors, . 
There is a retelling of the legend of The- 
seus by Paul Nizan, another victim of the 

There are several stories in “typical 
French manner” of barbed Gallic wit. 
Funniest is Jean Cassou’s “Letter to Cousin 
Mary” which transposes some. old tribal 
burial customs into modern society with

W. C. Weir, owner of an inde- 
pendent market, admitted, “I’m 
hurt.” He said he was “100 per 
cent in favor of price centrol— 
it’s the only solution to the whole 
problem.” 

One Sale in 40 Minutes. 

A reporter spent 40 minutes in 
Weir’s store and the only-sale 
in the meat market was 
pound | of bacon. 

At a chain supermarket in a 
one half-hour period three cus- 
tomers bought bacon and another 
—a man—purchased a pound of 
round steak (89 cents) and two 
pounds of lunch meat.

Now, therefore, is the hour 
of crisis; before it is too late we 
must preach the gospel and bear

CAN BE INHERITED 


Also Claims Human Beings 
Can Guide Development 
in Desired Directions. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 9 (AP)—T. D. 
Lysenko, highly-regarded Soviet 
scientist, has answered two bio. 
logical questions to the satisfac- 
tion of the central committee of 
Russia’s Communist party. 

He says acquired characteris- 
ties can be inherited, and human 
beings can direct the development 
of inherited characteristics of any 
living thing in desired directions. 
(Note: These conclusions contra- 
dicted the generally accepted prin-| 
ciple that acquired characteristics 
cannot be inherited.) 

Those two questions, according 
to Lysenko, were the fundamental 
issues on the agenda of a four- 
day meeting of the Academy of 
Agricultural Sciences. 

During the meeting, Pravda, 
Communist party newspaper, de- 
voted nearly all its attention to 
matters of biological theories and 
their ideological implications. 
Pravda devoted its lead editorial 
to Lysenko's closing speech. The 
title of the. editorial was: “All- 
conquering force Marxist-Leninist 
theory.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 


Boom growth of the Pacific Coast 
led the United States to a popula- 
tion total estimated at 143,414,000 
im 1947, a rise of 8.9 per cent since 
the 1940 census. 

In a March 10 announcement, 
the Census Bureau had estimated 
that the population at the end of 
1947 was 145,340,000 

The bureau’s current. report, 
teased on July 1, 1947, estimates, | 
reflected great migration between 
states. California’s gain since 1940 
was estimated at 42.1 per cent, 
Oregon’s at 418 per cent and 
Washington’s at 35.8 per cent. 

These were the 1-2-3 states in 
population growth. Together the 
population rose by 3,981,000, or 40.9 
per cent, to a total of 13,714,000. 
California, with 9,812,000 residents, 
edged closer to Pennsylvania as 
the second largest state in the 
Union, having passed Illinois and 
Ohio in the war. 

California Leads Texas. 

Pennsylvania, however, with 10,- 
512,000 inhabitants, showed a gain 
of 611,000, or 6.1 per cent since 
1940. New York’s 5 per cent gain 
left that state firmly in first place 
with 14,165,000, a rise of 686,000. 

Texas, which started almost even 
with California in 1940, hasn’t kept 
pace. The Lone Star State had 


a 10.7 per cent rise and now holds 


7,104,000 inhabitants. 


This left Texas in sixth position, | 


behind fourth-place Illinois, which 
gained 6.3 per cent for a total of 
8,397,000, and Ohio, which showed 
a solid 11.1 per cent rise to a total 
of 7,675,000. 

Florida gained 22.7 per cent and 
the District of Columbia 29.8 per 
cent, 

The figures represent estimates 
as of July 1, 1947, excluding armed 
forces overseas but including mem-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
A 1948 bumper cotton crop of 
15,169,000 bales was forecast by the 
Department of Agriculture today. 
It would be the seventh largest 
on record. The top yield was 18,- 
946,000, produced in 1937. 

The 1948 indicated crop is 3,318,- 
000 bales more than last year’s 
crop and 3,155,000 bales more than 
the 10-year (1937-46) average. 

The indicated yield of 313.5 
pounds an acre is the highest on 
record—14.6 pounds above the pre- 
vious record of 298.9 pounds in

It provides a $9 a week pay in- 
crease for the printers effective 
today. It will run for 13% months. 

Under the new contract the pub- 
lishers agree not to use Varitype 
or other substitute printing. pro- 
cesses for the production of ma- 
terial that will appear in their 
newspapers. However, they may 
use these methods for prometional 
material or other matter not in- 
tended for the newspapers. 

The contract relieves the pub- 
lishers of the bar against news- 
| paper use of Varitype in the event 
the ITU local strikes or supports 
a strike of the Mailers’ Union. 

It provides, however, that “upon 
resumption of normal operations, 
use of substitute processes.or op- 
erations shall be discontinued.” 

The union was not given juris- 
diction over Varitype operators 
which it had requested. 

Publishers, using Varitype ma- 
chines, can produce newspapers 
through a. photo-engraving proc- 
ess without normal type-setting 
methods.

ZERWECK DISMISSES LAST 
OF '47 GAMBLING INDICTMENTS 


The last two indictments out- 
standing against East St. Louis 
gamblers as a result of a grand 
jury investigation of St. Clair 
county conditions in April, 1947, 
were dismissed at Belleville to- 
day on motion of State’s Attor- 
ney Louis P. Zerweck. 

Named in the indictment were 
Vic Doyle and Roy Bowman, who 
formerly operated large gambling 
houses and handbooks in East St. 
Louis. The charge against each 
was “keeping a common gaming 
house.” Ten indictments against 
five East Side gamblers, includ- 
ing Doyle and Bowman, and one 
firm were dismissed last Friday 
on Zerweck’s motion. Today Cir- 
cuit Judge R. W. Griffith in- 
structed the circuit clerk to note 
that the charges against Bowman 
and Doyle had been quashed cn 
Zerweck’s motion. 

In moving to dismiss the 
charges, Zerweck wrote Judge 
Griffith that the defendants had 
filed motions to quash, “which our 
investigations shows are well 
taken.” The motions contended 
that the indictments were illegal 
because two Post-Dispatch repo;ct- 
ers met with he grand jurors and 
furnished newspa accounts of 
gambling in St. Clair count. Zer- 
weck, in upholding the defense 
contentions, indicated that news- 
paper accounts are not tangible 
evidence. The only indictments 
remaining in effect of 30 true bills 
returned by the 1947 grand jury 
are malfeasance charges against 
Mayor Ernst W. Tiemann of Belle- 
ville and former St. Clair County 
Sheriff George Gruenewald for 
alleged failure to suppress open 
gambling.

More About Hand Patterns. 


N TALKING about hand pat- 
terns recently, I am afraid that 
I got the cart a fittle before the 
horse and failed to tell exactly 
what constitutes 9 hand pattern. 
A hand pattern is really a situa- 
tion that usually develops some- 
time after the fifteenth discard. 


Any time there is a quick knock 


there is no hand pattern. 

By this time you will probably 
know some of the cards in your 
hand and will have a 
pretty good idea of what the 
others are. You will know that 
certain cards are absolutely safe 
discards but you won't have any 
of those cards in your hand, 

You will have three choices, 
namely: 1. To play ‘safe by ac- 
tually breaking up a matched set. 
2. To play fairly safe by break- 
ing up a combination. 3. To play 
wide open and throw a_ useless 
card. 

Occasionally, you may have a 
fourth option. You may be able to 
knock. In this case it is nearly 
always good policy to knock and 
try to win the hand that way. 

The play of breaking up 4 
matched set is not made anywhere 
nearly as often as it should be. 
The average gin player can see 
no reason to _be that brilliant. He 
figures that ‘it is the height of 
folly to give up all or nearly all 


chance to win a hand and just. 


won't ever break up a spread. The 
expert gin player knows the value 
of the play, but really hates to 
make it. 

Nevertheless with hands which 
have followed certain patterns this 
type of discard is the only correct 
one and should be made without 
hesitation. Examples of this pat- 
tern have already been given. The 
rule may be stated as follows: Any

Granted that Russia, who was our 
ally during the war, payed people 
over here to obtain certain infor- 
mation—what did she gain by it?

None of the information 
obtained could be of great value 
to her now. 

The -only thing we really need 
to fear today in our country is 
the election to public office of 
Communists who would form a 
bloc within our various Govern- 
ment groups, such as they have 
doné in many European govern- 
ments. We have been free of that 
so far and I hope we will remain 
free. Once you have a bloc of this 
kind, then you have to cater to 
them-—because, as a bloc, they are 
probably going to be sought after 
by the administration and by the 
major party in opposition. That 
would bring the Communists much 
more power and much more at- 
tention. I therefore hope that we 
will concentrate on preventing 
Communists from being placed on 
the ballot and from finally being 
elected to public office.

How It Started

Calling It the “Caboose.” 


eo ABOOSE” sounds like 
(C American slang, but it is 
not. The word is familiar 
now as the name of the car or 
van used by workmen on a train, 
the caboose of the freight train— 
or it may be part of a construc- 
tion train—and its earliest re- 
corded use in this sense is Ameri- 
can and dates as recently as 1881. 
It was in the Chicago Times, on 
June 18, 1881 that the term seems 
to have come into print, as fol- 
lows: “The caboose of the con- 
struction train, containing work- 
men and several boys.” 

However, “caboose” has an 
earlier history, and in the light 
of its origin it is American only 
by adoption. It is the same word 
as the Dutch kabuis and kombuis, 
and is related also to the Danish 
kabys and the Swiss kabysa, also 
the German kabuse; it means “a 
little room or hut.” 

The word seems to have been 
introduced into the British navy 
about the middle of the Ejight- 
eenth Century, for since that time 
it has designated the cook room 
or kitchen on the deck of a mer- 
chantman, a smaller substitute for 
the galley of a man of war. It was 
defined almost two hundred years 
ago, that is, under date of 1769, as 
“A sort of box or house to cover 
a chimney on some merchant 
ships, or a cooking oven on land.” 

That makes “caboose” a _ time- 
honored word.
